She is, officially, two minutes off the esti­ 
mated .schedule which is almost too p e r­ 
fect. 
At first glance this has the look of an ­ 
other spectacular feat—just another “first.” 
But it is a lot more than that. In the con­ 
cept of top air force planners this pushes 
the nation’s air defenses — defense being 
considered always as the capacity to carry 
an offensive to an aggressor — forward in 
a great arc. 
FLIES AT 40,000 FEET 
In this concept tho first line of air de­ 
fense is the B-36, a bomber that has car­ 
ried a bomb load more than 4,000 miles to 
its base. The B-30 operates today at an al­ 
titude of 40,000 feet— so high that fighter 
interceptors run into difficulties. That ceil­ 
ing is being pushed higher. 
The B-36 I combers, concentrated here for 
training purposes, will soon be based in 
num bers at Fairbanks, Alaska, Goose Bay, 
Newfoundland, and at the huge new base 
being built at Limestone. Maine. You take 
a 4,000-mile range from those bases and you 
cover most of the vital geography on this 
globe. 
Now add the new step-up demonstrated 
to be practical by the 
achievement 
of 
Lucky Lady II and her crew. This means 
that, by refueling in the air, fleets of B-50s 
and B-29s have a range at least equal to 
the big new bomber, the B-36. 
T hat is the m atter-of-fact statement of 
Bt. Gen. Curtis LeMay, com m ander of the 
strategic air force. Once Lucky Lady II 
had been refueled for the first time— over 
the Azores—she had a range extending 
well beyond Moscow. 
According to the men who planned and 
executed this first non-stop girdling of the 
earth, Lucky Lady II was 
not 
deflected 
from her course nor even slowed down 
during the four refueling operations. That 
made the flight possible. The refueling was 
done by tan ker planes from air force bases 
at four strategic locations. 
NO NEED FOR BASES 
But, and this is perhaps the most aston- 
ing this of all. General LeMay says that 
bases scattered around the world are not 
essential. Or. rather, as soon as the refuel­ 
ing technique is perfected they will not bo 
essential. 
In other words, escorting tanker planes 
will accompany a bombing mission to the 
essential refueling point. There, in m id­ 
flight at a cruising speed of 300 to 400 
miles an hour, they will deliver over the 
additional gas necessary to send the bom b­ 
ers to the target and back. 
This is all very well, says the skeptic, 
under peacetime test conditions. But. w hat 
about the sam e operation under enemy at­ 
tack? 
The air force planners reply by pointing 
to the map. At mid-flight of any bombing 
mission is tho arctic waste or, in the other 
direction, the vast emptiness of jungle and 
desert. 
T he 
chances of interception are 
virtually nil even if fighter planes could 
range at such great distances from their 
base. 
So the concept of an overw helm ing a r­ 
mada takes shape. The ships of that a r­ 
mada can carry to any place on the earth 
atom bombs of a new and almost incalcula­ 
ble destructiveness. 
The men of the crew of Lucky Lady II 
look surprisingly fresh as they step out on 
the .ut* strip after four days and nights of 
incessant flight. In the face of lights and 
cameras and flash bulbs, Capt. Jam es G al­ 
lagher. pilot of Lucky Lady IT, speaks with 
quiet, good-humored confidence. 
These are good faces, reflecting strength 
and character. They are in a very special 
way A m erican faces. They seem so little 
aw are of tho incredible resources of power 
that they serv e. If we are to use that power 
for the peace and well-being of the world, 
it is going to take so

The Washington 
Merry-Go- Round

Washington.— It’s been squeezed off the 
front pages by other news, 
but certain 
things have been transpiring in Germany 
that may someday affect 
every U. S. citizen quali­ 
fied to carry a gun. 
The German Ruhr, from 
which sprang two World 
Wars, is gradually easing 
back into the control of 
some of the big German 
cartelists 
who 
built up 
Hitler’s war machine. 
Twelve Germans have 
just been nominated 
to 
Pearson 
control the Ruhr steel in­ 
dustry, despite the bitter protests of Ger­ 
man labor unions and the liberal political 
parties now struggling against 
German 
Communism. 
The man who selected the Ruhr cartel­ 
ists—Dr. Herman Puender—is, himself, in­ 
teresting. When Hitler first threatened to 
come into power, Puender was an adviser 
to Chancellor Bruening, the last democratic 
leader of Germany, and wrote a confiden­ 
tial memo advising Bruening not to oppose 
Hitler too vigorously. 
After the w ar started, Puender served as 
lieutenant colonel in Div. III, H., abwehr 
of okh, which m ade him 
the 
German 
equivalent of a Soviet political commissar. 
For the abw ehr was in charge of “morale 
and ideology” and had the job of suppress­ 
ing Anglo-American propaganda in

Favors 
Landlords 
Who 
Aid Big Families

Cleveland, 
O. 
(NEA)—Cleve­ 
land thinks it has the answer to 
the rent control squeeze that is 
driving thousands 
of 
landlords 
into nationw ide mass evictions. 
A new formula, 
designed 
to 
“make better utilization of exist­ 
ing facilities,” according to Area 
Rent Director Karl Duidner, has 
already succeeded in putting many 
‘held-ofi-the-market” apartments 
back in circulation. 
In voting its approval of 
the 
plan, the Apartment House Own­ 
ers Association here also voted 
to oppose mass 
eviction 
meas­ 
ures which spread to many cities 
after they had been started iii 
Tulsa, Okla. 
Reduced to its simplest form, 
it gives landlords increased rents 
when they rent an apartment to 
an increased number of tenants. 
It thus encourages renting to large 
families, who have hitherto been 
the most hard-pressed of all. Best 
of ail is that children are now 
welcome. 
It works like this: If the new 
tenants exceed what 
the 
Rent 
Office calls normal occupancy— 
that is, two-thirds of 
a 
person 
per room—and if an apartment 
xvas at or under 
normal 
occu­ 
pancy on the day that rents were 
frozen—July I, 1941— the landlord 
is eligible for an increase in rent. 
He can gel 15 per cent more 
for the first 
additional 
person 
over normal, and live per cent for 
each person after the first. 
Suppose a landlord has a three- 
room 
apartment, 
rented 
to 
a 
family of two for $60 
a 
month, 
under the present rent ceilings. 
At two-thirds of a 
person 
per 
room, that’s exactly normal. 
The tenants move out, and a 
family of three moves in. The 
landlord petitions the rental of­ 
fice for an increase. Under Duld- 
ner’s table, he's entitled to a 15 I 
per cent boost. It’ll 
take 
only 
about 30 days for the approval to I 
reach the landlord, who will now 
got $69 a month. 
The same space 
now 
means i 
shelter to three people instead of 
two, and it means $108 
a 
year 
more to the landlord. Which is 
w hat Mr. Duidner means by “bet­ 
ter utilization of existing facili­ 
ties.” 
If the present tenants acquire a 
baby, this raising the occupancy 
above the norm, no increase will 
be granted, however. An entirely 
new set of tenants must move 
in for a petition to be 
approved 
Under the rental rules, there 
has always been the authority for 
landlords to petition for an in­ 
creased rent if “the new tenants 
exceed the normal occupancy.” 
But landlords 
have 
generally 
ignored that loophole. They tra­ 
ditionally prefer renting to small­ 
er families, which 
will 
usually 
do less 
damage, 
consume 
less 
water, light and heat. 
Under the Cleveland Plan, the 
landlord will get what amounts 
to a bonus if he does rent to more 
people. He’ll have to wait for a 
vacancy, however, since there can 
be no evictions to take advantage 
of the plan. 
Although the formula, as set up 
here, applies only to the Cleve­ 
land Defense Rental Area, other 
area directors can establish simi­ 
lar plans in their 
sections 
ac­ 
cording to local 
conditions 
and 
practices. 
Already, many Cleveland apart­ 
ments and txvo-familv houses are 
being rented under tins plan. Ed­ 
ward C. Dudley, oxvner c l sex1- 
cral apartment buildings, had re­ 
fused to rent 22 four- and live- 
room suites since August, 1948. 
Noxv, however, Dudley 
is 
re­ 
dux mg applications for the apart­ 
ments. 
He says hell redecorate 
and rent them only to four- and 
five-person families. Which means 
homes for about IOO people, and 
a clear-cut victory for the Cleve­ 
land Plan. 
The Cleveland Securities Cor­ 
poration. which rents about 350 
units, says that it xviii give pref­ 
erence, 
henceforth, 
to 
larger 
families as x’acancies occur.
